N RECENT vears, dating, let us say, from about 
the time of Solomon, a certain dreadful suspi- 
cion has been afoot, to wit, the suspicion thata 
list of Nature’s creatures, arranged in the prop- 
er order of their vanities, would go as follows: 
(1) Man; (2) the peacock—and so on down to 
the worm. rs 

Neediess to say, this fdea has not been hospitably 
received in all quarters. By some it has been regard- 
ed with lofty disdain; and those who suggested it have 
been lumped together with advocates of anarchy, the 
single tax and other Trotzkian devices. Nevertheless, 
the average masculine mind has occasionally been 
haunted by a disquieting fear that, if the truth were 
known, his womenfolk harbored some such heretical 
Opinion, 

H. lL. Mencken, the well-known critic of -arts and 
manners, advanced the thought a few vears ago in his 
biting book: “In Defense of Women;” and admitted 
subsequently that he had, in consequence, came to be 
regarded as the sort of fellow likely to get up in decent 
company and blow his nose. 

But, in the present instance, it has been revived by 
no less renowned a woman that the bea :utiful Lady 
Diana Manners, who has set London society by its 
ears With a forthright article in Hutchinson’s Maga- 
zine, in which she boldly states her opinion that this 
rooster of the species, known as man, is by ail odds 
the most vainglorious organism at large. 


Mencken cescribed this attitude as typical of al} in- 
telligent women, but alleged a conspiracy of silence on 
their part for keeping it concealed, this same masru- 
line weakness, he said, being the principal one which 
women utilize in getting what they want. That, in 
other words, 
while inwardly 
regarding him as 
a pathetic fellow, 
they outwardly 
concur in his own 
soothing estimate 
of himself, and 
thus are able to 
live, both before 
and after his 
death, ‘upon the 
fruits of his labor. 

If so. Lady- Di- 
ana may be put 
down as a traitor 
to an enormous- 
ly effective cause; 
if she has any de- 
sire to mollify 
man, it is not ap- 
parent in her 
article. Rather 
she approaches 
him with that 
deadly intent ob- 
servable in the 
eye of a small boy 
stealing upon a 
toy balloon with 
rubber band and bent pin. She says: 

“Men hate to be called vain. Weightier indictments 
they will bear with a far greater degree of equa- 
namity. Call them heartless, extravagant, lazy, pleas- 
ure-loving, selfish, deceitful, or even unprincipled and 
downright wicked—they may or may not admit the 
impeachment, but in any case they .will be prepared 
to argue the point. Call them vain, and they immedi- 
ately fly into a passion.” 


Some critics have put the matter in a still worse 
light. Mencken, with a brutal disregard of sensibili- 
ties, declared of his own knowledge that many men 
with the most unromantie and timorous natures are 
wont to affect an abandoned wickedness when ac- 
cused, and tacitly admit, by wise winks and silenees, 
whole categories of naughty offenses which they had 
never dreamed of committing. For man, says he, ig 
nothing more than a baby with whiskers, and the same 
impulse which moved him. as a boy, to play the des- 
es now leads him, in his club, to plead guilty to 

arious scarlet depravities which probably would 
nba and shock him into a cataleptic state if he 
ever met them in the flesh.

It could be light- 
ed in power furnaces and used, but was absolutely 
worthless in a home The high content of belium 
made it impossible to start the gas to burning under 
ordinary conditions. 

Because of the difficulty in igniting them, the natural 
gases found at Sedan, Dexter and Augusta had no 
value at that time. Even after the gas was lighted, 
about seven times as much of the hel‘um-carrying 
gas was needed to produce the same amount of heat as 
when ordinary natural gas was used. As a result, 
little or no effort was made to save the gas in those 
fields, and untold millions of cubic feet were allowed 
t> discharge from the wells. But with the helium re- 
moved, the remaining gas is as good for heating and 
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lighting purposes as any natura! gas, and can be light- 
ed as easily. 

The method of extracting helium from helium-bear- 
ing natural gas is delicate and compiex, but based 
upon the fact that the principal] constituents of natural 
gas liquefy when cooled to about 328 degrees Fahren- 
beit. but that helium gas remains a gas at that tem- 
perature and hence is easily expelied into suitable con- 
tainers for storage. The application of this process to 
the extraction of helium has not been perfected. but 
the line of development is reasonably clear, according 
to the Government experts. 

The greatest secrecy was thrown about the work of 
the Federal experiment stations in Texas. High fences 
were erected about the plants, soldiers did guard duty 
day and night, and nobody but the officials and em- 
ployes were allowed to approach. The newspapers were 
cautioned against even mentioning the existence of 
the plants.
